“A light, low four-wheeled car­ 
riage with standing top, open at 
the sides, but having waterproof 
curtains to be let down when oc­ 
casion required; later a sim ilar but 
heavier carriage, enclosed in front 
and having a door at each side”. 
The latter part of the description 
sounds very much like those old 
“storm buggies”, which had sub­

dashboard, with doors opening on 
each side. 
If that was a "Rockaway”, then 
I have ridden in many Rockaways.

If 
you walk quietly, as you approach 
the burrow, you won’t find this 
hard to do. Around ten o’clock in 
the morning and from two o’clock 
to about 4:30 in the afternoon, is 
; the best time for mole hunting in 
! this way. I took four out of our 
j front lawn one Sunday, by shovel- 
j ing them out. You can imagine 
] how much damage four moles can 
do on one lawn in a few days. I 
| got a lot of satisfaction “ eliminat- 
j ing them,” as we’d say in modern 
phraseology.

B U Y I N G S U G A R 
The many U. S. housewives who 
will be preserving fruit this year 
can make sure of the sugar they 
will need and help the national 
situation by starting now to buy 
for summer use instead of wait­ 
ing for the last-minute rush when 
fruit is ripe, the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture advises. 
Buying 
ahead in 
an orderly 
manner the sugar the household 
will 
need is 
not hoarding 
but 
thrift. 
Sugar supplies 
on hand 
not 
only can save fruit but also ease 
transportation, and prevent such 
local shortages as occurred last 
summer when sudden heavy scare 
buying cleaned supplies from re­ 
tail stores and storage in many 
localities, and overtaxed distri­ 
bution facilities. 
This spring the buying of sugar 
by consumers has 
been 
abnor­ 
mally 
low, the 
department re­ 
ports—so low that one large east­ 
ern refinery had to close down 
for a period. 
Sugar distribution 
in March of this year fell 110,000 
tons, or nearly 18 percent, below 
March of last year. Normally, it 
increases in March as consumers 
and 
distributors build 
up the.r 
stocks to bg ready for heavy sum­ 
mer use. 
If the 
regular flow of 
sugar 
from refiners and processors to 
local distributors is too slow in 
spring, summer shortages may oc­ 
cur, not because of the total sugar 
supply is short but because dis­ 
tribution takes time.

Few farmers would buy fertili­ 
zer and dump it down the drain 
but many buy fertilizer and let 
quantities of n i t r o g e n and po­ 
tassium in liquid manure go to 
waste.

When the tank 
is full, a tractor or team pulls the

poor grass where the liquid was 
applied are the best pasture in the I 
field,** 
A section of 8-inch well casing j 
about 30 feet long carries liquid 
from barn gutters to the "parking 
place” of 
the tank behind 
the 
barn.

“ cuts off sharply” at this point, 
which 
allows the 
tank to 
be 
placed below the drain opening. 
At the rear of the tank is an 
outlet with a valve and a fan­ 
shaped piece of sheet metal un­ 
der the opening. 
The metal helps

These pay­ 
ments, represent a rate of taxa­ 
tion equal to 30.84 cents a IOO ton- 
miles of highway use, Highway 
taxes paid by the heaviest trucks 
average only about 8.2 cents a 
IOO ton-miles -- 26.6 percent of 
the tax rate imposed on

trucks. 
“ If farm-truck owners in F a y ­ 
ette County were given the same 
break the big truckers receive, 
the farmer’s average truck taxes 
would be less than $12 a year.

And this is 
despite the reduction in license 
fees now allowed for farm trucks.

Truck Noise Here Again Bringing Complaints 


Complaints are rolling in again concern- 
g truck noise 
from residents 
on many 
streets in Washington C. H. There are also 
reports of some trucks speeding along city 
streets after 
they leave the 
business dis­ 
trict. 
Last summer such remonstrances reached 
a high volume 
and police arrested 
many 
Several were fined for having 
mufflers or no mufflers at 
the unnecessary truck noises 
•e greatly reduced, 
according to C 
, , , t r 
- 
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ted consider- 
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consideration be given to the fact that it is 
impossible to prevent all trucks from mak­ 
ing what some people regard as unnecessary 
noise. 
One thing, reported by the police, is no­ 
ticeable. Since a truck-weighing statical has 
been established under state highway pa­ 
trol supervision on the CCC Highway near 
Sabina, the number of truck traffic passing 
through this city, has been somewhat less­ 
ened. Overloaded trucks are careful to avoid 
such stations. 
The police say they will be on constant 
lookout for violators of the noise ordinance 
in the city and it is to be hoped that such 
annoyance will be reduced to a minimum.

must be fairness and reason in attempting 
to stop offensive truck noise, police say, but 
where there is carelessness there will be no 
leniency.

The service flag is distinctly ai 
American memorial. Like the na 
tion-wide celebration of Thanks­ 
giving Day it reveals to the world 
that the heart and strength of this 
great country lies not in its great 
buildings and industrial structures, 
but deep In the homes of its people 
The first service flag appeared 
34 years ago in the home of Capt 
Robert L. Queisser in Cleveland 
during World War I. The story ti- 
that Captain Queisser had served 
on the Mexican bordel with the 
Fifth Ohio Infantry from 1914 to 
1916.

“I wondered if I could 
not create some design by which 
it might be known that my two 
sons were away in their country’s 
service. I wanted it to be there to 
greet them on their return, like a 
cardie in the window. I wanted it 
to be a visible sign to their mother 
of the sacrifices her sons were 
making, and a comfort to all other 
mothers whose sons and daughters 
were away in the services " 
Captain Queisser promptly sta rt­ 
ed to work and after a few ex­ 
periments designed the service flag 
w* know today.

In October, 1942, Congress final­ 
ly passed a resolution which au- 
th&rized the secretary of war to 
approve an official design for the 
service flag, and license manufac­ 
turers to make them. The design 
finally approved was quite similar 
to that selected by Captain Queis-

white background, a red border, 
with a blue star for each person in 
the service. In addition, a smaller

No other nation possesses any 
similar memorial, displayed only 
Lufing times of war.

When Corwin Denney was just 
■ little fellow he would rather 
build model airplanes and chrystal 
radio sets than so out and play 
marbles and baseball. 


Today* (the same Corwin Denney 
it 30 is president of the American 
Helicopter Co.. with its plant at 
Manhattan Beach, Calif 
His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Clark 
Denney. 549 West Elm Street, said 
that when Corwin was in 
the 
sixth or seventh grade in school 
his interest in mechanical gadgets 
first became noticeable. Nothing, 
they said, could turn him aside. 
As he grew' older, they said, air­ 
planes and flying became almost 
an obsession with him. When he 
was only 15 years old, he was 
granted his pilot’s license after 
taking a course of instruction at 
Port Columbus. As they 
recall, 
Foster Lane was his instructor.

He went to the Aeronca A ir­ 
plane Co. plant in Middletown as 
an engineer and later came back 
to his home town with the Aero­ 
nautical Products Inc. 
However, he was assigned 
lo 
work on a helicopter at the com­ 
pany’s little plant in Detroit. In 
a way, he was a protege of A l­ 
bert Jackson, president of the A P I 
who was just then interested in 
developing a helicopter.
